Now Christ was all: all my wisdom, all my
righteousness, all my satisfaction, and all my
redemption.”

This
i5 ald to be the l:\rzf&l; parigh church in Eng-
land, and will seat { people.

—In the Convention of the Episcopal diocese
of Ohio, 4 resolution was adopted, by a vote of
60 to 60, expressing sympathy with the Evan-
gelical Alliance, which has been called to meet
in New York. 7This is consldered a trinmph of
the Low Churchmen over the High.

—In Davenport, lowa, one of the largest and
most beautiful churches in the West, is in pro-
cess of comstruction. The bullding is in cathe-
dral style. sitnated upon one of the Griswold
College parks, and when finished will have cost
about $150,000. This amount has already been
subscribed, so that the chuarch will be free from

Bl debt.

—The Trustees of the General Theological

| Seminary in New York city bave accepted the

-

roposition made by Mr. Andrew Wilson, Jr.,
or the gift of abount fifty-five acres of land in
Grand Park, Mamaromeck, as indicated in his
letter to Dean Forbes, dated 19th May, 1870,
provided that it be granted free from all liens
and incumbrances. i

—Among the recent arrivals in New York is
a Rev. Mr. Prescott, a leading clergyuman of the
advanced Rituallstic school in Oxford, England.
His mission, it Is understood, 1s to look around
and see what progress ‘‘Catholicism” is making
among us here, with a view of alding that pro-
gress should it be deemed nccessary. He is
much with “Father” Bradley, and both are fre-
quenters of Christ Chureh, Fifth avenue.

—A soclety styled “The Brotherhood of the
Frotestant Episcopal Chureh, in the Diocese of
Virginia.” was recently formed., Its object is
the assistunce of the families of deceased clergy-
men. Its members are made by the payment of
sn initiation fee of two dollars, and alterwards
of two dollars and ten cents at the death of each
clergyman who may have been a member—the
ten cents being reserved as a fund for necessary
expenses.

—The new work of the Bishop of the diocose
was begun last Sundni afternoon at 4 o'clock,
in the commodions hall southwest cormer of
Girard avenue and Bixth street. The congrega-
tion was of goodly numbers, while the musle
was excellent, and the u:g:ﬁoues more general
and hearty than we y have them in old
and established churches.

The Gene-
ral Assembly of 1870 struck out a mumber of
these approved versions, thus undoing the de-
liberate work of ]i)resbywﬂes and former assem-
blies, and producing confusion in the churches.

—The number of students in Union Theologi-
cal Beminary is now thirty-five, of whom eight
aré in the Senior class. The library contains
about 8000 volumes, of which 158 have been
added during the year, including a fae sinule
copy of Tischendorl's ‘‘Codex!Sinaiticus.” The
Semipary will also recelve, under the will of
the Rev. Urias Powers, #3000 per annum for
three years, to be expended in the purchase of
books, The flnances of the Seminary are re-
ported to be in a healthy condition, and it is

ratifying to learn that they are believed to he
ully adequate to the payment of salaries and
the support of the institution. The incomes
of the scolarships have been promptly paid,
and have been of great advantage to the Semi-
nary.

—Atl a meeting of the Presbytery of Chester,
convened for the special purpose, on Thursday
morning last, the petition of the Wayne Presby-
terian Church was received, and a commission
appeinted to organmize gaid Chuorch, congistin
of 'rofeseor Westcott, Rev. Messrs. Aiken an
Heodgkin, and Elders Moore and Aiken.
